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Senior Citizens Protest Involvement 
ol Greenbelt Homes In Meals Project

More than fifteen senior citi¬ 
zens attended the Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. board meeting on 
Thursday night, June 22. Mar¬ 
tin Holly, one of two spokesmen 
for the group, protested to the 
board that GHI was interfering 
in what he termed “our project”, 
a plan to make available in the 
community one meal a day five 
days a week for senior citizens 
60 years of age and older. 

Holly, who spoke as the delegated 
representative of the Greenbelt 
Golden Age Club and is also a 
board member of Betterment for 
United Seniors, said that this mat¬ 
ter was vital to community-GHI 
relations. 

He emphasized that despite dif ¬ 
ferences, good relations had al¬ 
ways continued between the senior 
citizens and GHI and he had re¬ 
spect for the board’s judgment. He 
hoped that GHI would have respect 
for the judgment of senior citizens, 
particularly in respect to “our pro¬ 
jects.” “We are capable of doing 
our own thing . . . we are not se¬ 
nile,” Holly stated. 

Holly told the GHI board that 
the Greenbelt Golden Age Club was 
working towards the nutrition pro¬ 
gram but felt that GHI personnel 
had unnecessarily interfered by 
working towards the same project. 
“We are able to captain and crew 
our own ship,” Holly said. 

To get the project underway the 
Golden Age Club had made a sur 
vey of their members. Not only 
did 100 people reply that they 
would be interested in receiving the 
proposed meal one to five days per 
week, but 25 people volunteered to 
come and work with the meals. It 
is this added involvement that the 
senior citizens felt is particularly 
important. Holly said that he felt 
GHI did not fit into these plans. 

Director Mary Clarke asked if the

The Owens Science Center, a 
first in the northeastern United 
States, is to be a epuntywide science 
resource center for the Prince 
Georges County Public Schools.

County 
teachers will receive specialized 
training] at the Center/and Center 
staff will be available to them as 
consultants providing informa¬ 
tion, ideas and data and acting as a 
liaison with the/ area’s extensive 
scientific community.

Golden Agers had had plans for 
this program before GHI had made 
its survey of its senior members 
(GHI received replies indicating a 
need for this type of program.) She 
also mentioned that three years 
previously city council had referred 
a similar program to the Golden 
Age Club and the Club had not been 
interested: Clarke said she was de¬ 
lighted to see the Golden Age Club 
interested now. 

Robert Dove, president of the 
Greenbelt Golden Age Club did not 
remember what had happened thfee 
years ago. Dove, a member of the 
Prince Georges County Advisory 
Committee on Aging, pointed out 
that the Golden Age Club was not 
trying to “hog the limelight,” they 
were trying to be the leaders not 
just for their club members but all 
the seniors in Greenbelt, pointing 
out that they were the only con¬ 
centrated groups of senior citizens 
and it“s “up to us to get things 
going.” “We think the seniors can 
do for themselves,” Dove said. 
“Then if we need your help, we will 
come to you and ask.” 

Holly felt that senior citizens are 
trapped here if they don’t have 
their own cars. Because of this he 
felt a long range plan was neces¬ 
sary to keep people involved, keep 
them young, make good voters out 
of them ...” 

Dove told GHI’s board that he 

had asked County Council for $2700 
for transportation for seniors. He 
also said that they had obtained a 
site and facilities at the Youth Cen¬ 
ter for the nutrition project. A 
site manager is still needed, how¬ 
ever. 

Dove pointed out that there is 
more and more interest in this pro¬ 
gram and he hoped that Greenbelt 
would get one in the community 
before they were all gone. He urged 
everyone to attend a meeting on 
June 29 in the Municipal Building 
to convince Mrs. Benefield, Nutri-

tion Site County Coordinator “that 
we need the program and have the 
facilities.” 

Misunderstanding 

Both Manager Roy Breashears 
and Deputy Manager Ken Kopstein 
felt that it was basically a misun ¬ 
derstanding. Kopstein said GHI 
had surveyed, found a need and 
had gone to the Golden Age Club 
with it. He said GHI worked as a 
catalyst—to get other agencies to 
take over, and does not want to 
run a program if someone else is 
willing to do it. 

In responding to needs discovered 
in the GHI survey, Kopstein poin¬ 
ted out GHI had, in cooperation 
with the Golden Age Club, started 
the blood pressure testing. - 

Board chairman James Smith 
noted that the board had previously 
discussed GHI’s survey and its indi¬ 
cations that programs such as the 
nutrition program were needed. 
Since no other offiical body had 
moved to introduce them, the board 
had endorsed and provided support 
to try to accomplish these goals. 
Smith thought that this delegation 
represented the first feedback that 
has been adverse. He added “I re¬ 
gret that something has gone awry.” 
He said “we (GHI) were, are and 
will continue to do those things 
that are perceived to be an assis¬ 
tance and in no way try to push our 
weight around in directing any pro¬ 
gram.” Smith asked that in the 
future feelings be transmitted be¬ 
fore they are “what they are per¬ 
ceived to be tonight.” 

At the suggestion of Breashears 
a joint Committee was formed to 
lay programs on the table and work 
things out. 

Beer Parties 

Another problem was brought to 
the Board’s attention by Breashears 
who informed the directors that the 
city was in receipt of a petition

Right-Turn-On-Red July 1 

On July 1, Maryland will allow 
right turns at red traffic lights 
after stopping, at most intersec¬ 
tions. Washington, D.C., however, 
does not allow right turns at red 
lights. Maryland’s Washington- 
area motorists (Montgomery and 
Prince George’s counties) favor 
Maryland’s new RTORAS law 
(Right Turn on Red After Stop) 
but, according to a statewide public 
opinion poll commissioned by the 
Maryland Department of Trans¬ 
portation, appear to be uncertain 
about the law. 

Only 4% of Washington area 
Maryland drivers said that stopping 
is required before turning right. 
When asked if they still will have 
to stop for red lights, 17% said 
“yes.” Sixteen percent of the D.C.- 
arer. Maryland motorists know that 
pedestrians have the right-of-way 
at a light. The survey also indi¬ 
cated that there is confusion about 
the District’s official stance on 
RTORAS, which is total prohibi¬ 
tion.

The show, if it arrives, should be 
terrific! The bidder who came clos¬ 
est to Columbus Fireworks’ bid of 
334 shells only offered 180 shells. 
There will* be 9”, 12”, 15”, 18”, and 
24” shells in great profusion. For set 
piece connoiseurs th^e will be a 
Niagra Falls; a three wheel de¬ 
vice; an American Flag as well as 
a Tree of Liberty; a battle scene 
with shooting cannons and a good 
night scene. Two new additions to 
the program will be a blazing sun;

belt city limits.

The question of whether or not 
to replace the siding on tn*: frame 
homes is, like many issues in the 
proposed rehab program, more 
complicated than it appears. 

Personal preference is, of course, 
a perfectly legitimate issue, but 
many would like to base their de¬ 
cision on what will cos; less now 
and in the future. 

If one can do his/her own paint 
mg i, might be, in the : foreseeable 
future, cheaper to keep the present 
Afling and repair it as the need 
arises. But if it is necessary to 
hire that work done, then ovei a 
short time it would be less expen 
s’ve to put up new siding which is 
relatively maintenance free. 

One of the major goal/; of the 
rehab program has been to cut 
down on maintenance costs. 

Whether, in the frame* homes, we 
should replace our present win 
dows with thermopane windows, 
again is complicated, and not all 
the questions have been answered. 

Samples: How long will it be 
before most of the windows whl 
have to be replaced? Many are in 
bad shape now. How much will 
this cost? How much would re 
placement of windows save on the 
costs of trim painting? 

When we have an opportunity to 
express an opinion on some of these 
issues it will be well to be guided 
by some basic ideas: 

1. What do I want my home to 
look like? 2. What will serve my 
needs best? 3. If cost is the major 
factor in my decision, what will 
really be cheaper for me.

from members in the area near the 
GHI offices regarding beer parties 
in the nearby woods. There were 
cars racing up and down the road, 
loud music, etc. City Manager 
James Giese had suggested that 
GHI erect a gate. Breashears sug¬ 
gested police checks would solve 
the problem because there is no 
exit to the road and cars, especially, 
could he caught in the area. He 
felt a gate would bar access to 
gardeners and users of the boat 
and trailer courts. Also, he felt 
those responsible for the noise 
would go around the gate and 
through the gardens. The board 
decided to refer the problem to 
management and the parking com-'- 
mittee to see what could be worked 
out. 

Rehabilitation Question nai re 

After much debate about whether 
or not to send out a questionnaire 
to members regarding their wishes 
for the rehabilitation program, the 
board voted to send it out. The 
consensus seemed to be that they 
needed to have some indication of 
members' preferences before a pac ¬ 
kage can be put together for mem¬ 
bership approval or amendment. Di¬ 
rectors Margaret Hogensen and 
Clarke voiced misgivings about the 
questionnaire and felt further work 
should be done on it. 

The board approved an expendi¬ 
ture not to exceed $18,000 to reno¬ 
vate the Administration building. 
They voted to increase the retainer 
fee of Attorney Albert Ginsberg 
from $425 to $525 per month effec¬ 
tive July 1 because he is having to 
spend more time on corporation 
matters. 

A plan to resurface the third 
boat and trailer court was tabled 
until the manager can look into se¬ 
curity problems. Director Virginia 
Moryadas had questioned spending 
money on resurfacing when she felt 
adding security measures was more 
important since there had been a 
break-in. 

Breashears received a grant for 
weatherization for five homes. Peo¬ 
ple who qualified under the section 
8 (low income supplement program) 
were identified by their number on 
the list so identification would not 
be possible to anyone but staff. 

• Then numbers were drawn by a 
member present at the meeting, 
Ray McC^wley. Members* numbers 
from 2 bricks and 3 frame homes 
were drawn, plus 3 back-up num¬ 
bers. 

Smith asked about the status of 
a HUD Neighborhood Strategies 
grant. Kopstein related that the 
city must send out an endorsement 
saying it is consistent with com¬ 
munity development. Smith will 
attend the city council meeting on 
Monday in regard /to this. 

Smith read a letter from Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School expressing 
appreciation for GHI’s alliance with 
the vocational program and in¬ 
forming the board that the student 
had learned useful job skills and 
had developed a better self concept. 

Miscellaneous 

Breashears informed the board 
that GHI is taking a survey of the 
amount of falling insulation under 
the houses. The board voted to 
purchase as many as 9 cars needed 
to replace those bought in 1983. 
(And Smith asked that a policy for 
further replacement be developed. 
The board denied a member’s re¬ 
quest to build a new foundation 
for his shed, and referred to the 
management questions that Hogen¬ 
sen had regarding suggesting reha¬ 
bilitation materials.

THE EQUAL RIGHTS AMENDMENT 
TO THE U.S. CONSTITUTION 

Section 1. Equality of rights under the law shall not be denied or abridged by 
the United States or by any state on account of sex. 

.Section 2. The Congress shall have the power to enforce, by appropriate 
legislation, the provisions of this article. 

Section 3. This amendment shall take effect two years" 1 after the date of 
ratification.
